For this month, your Signal editor would like to contribute a QSL from a very remote and hostile area of our planet, 
the Antarctic region: 


3Y@X, Peter the First Island is an uninhabited volcanic island in the Bellingshausen Sea, about 280 miles 
from continental Antarctica, and roughly 1100 miles from the tip of South America. It is claimed as a 
dependency of Norway. It is about 6% miles wide and 12 miles long. The highest elevation on the island 
is Lars Christensen Peak at 5,380 feet above sea level. Nearly all of the island is covered by a glacier and 
it is surrounded most of the year by pack ice, making it inaccessible during these times. There is little 
vertebrate animal life on the island apart from some seabirds and seals. The island was first sighted by 
Fabian Gottlieb von Bellingshausen on 21 January 1821 and was named for Czar Peter | of Russia. 


It currently ranks as #9 on the DXCC most wanted list. The last DXpedition to Peter | was in 2006, which 
was comprised of amateurs from 8 countries, including the U.S. They were there for about 2 weeks. | 
was fortunate enough to work them on 10, 15, 20, and 40 meters with 3 contacts on SSB and 1 on CW. 
| had hoped to work them on 80 meters making it a 5-band sweep, but they never heard me. 73-Don
